The streets were crowded with men, 
women and children, flocking to that portion of the 
wharf where the boat was expected to land. The 
military paraded, the bells were rung, and the 
thundering artillery uttered its repeated roars.—

city on Sabbath last. If this mass of Sabbath-

Emigration and Evangelization. 

lt isa solemn thing to live in 1849. ‘To wit- 
ness the death-throes of despotism, and the birth- 
struggles of freedom ; humanity asserting ite rights, 
and oppression loosening its grasp; science achiev- 
ing its triumphs, and art glorying in its successes; 
learning shedding its light, and religion dispensing 
its blessings ; Providence displaying its wonders, 
and prophecy hastening to its falfjlment, fills the 
soul with awe. But, though noiseless and almost 
unobserved, another scene in the great earthly dra- 
ma is scarcely less impressive. We allude to the 
tide of emigration, the current widening and deep- 
ening from year to year, as it has rolled heavily 
upon oar shores, and now the rush from the Atlan- 
tic to the Pacific. Are there not indications that 
currents may s¢f in from an opposite direction, so 
that, like the Mediterranean, America may have 
pouring into its ocean of life the waters of many 
seas? The question whether we may not be inun- 
dated, and our institutions be sweft away by the 
advancing waves of ignorance, and vice, and ir- 
religion, manifestly involves another—whether the 
resources and the plans for universal evangeliza- 
tion are adequate to the emergency. The Gospel 
and the Spirit of God alone can furnish a ecufficient 


| barrier when the “enemy comes in like a flood.” 


With the paucity of the preachers of the Gos- 
pel speaking the languages of the various immi- 
grant classes, a vast responsibility is thrown upon 
the institutions employing the press. Bible and 
Tract societies have more to do in this connection 
than their friends have been wont to suppose. In- 
deed, were it consistent with other claims upon 
their charities, their means and energies might be 
absorbed in this single department. ‘The prepara-

It seemed to be a mi- 
raculous manifestation of the approbation 
of Heaven. It appeared as though God 
himself thus put his seal upon his anointed 
Vicegerent! The fate of Italy and of Eu- 
rope was bajancing. 

Lambruschini was feared, for it was 
known that he controlled the terrible en- 
ginery of Jesuitism. The great majority 
of the college had no leanings towards lib- 


the best men in the. college, for he eould 
not command a majority. Mastai was a 
devoted bishop; a man overflowing with 
humanity. There were thirteen members 
who knew his extraordinary virtues, and 
they voted for him, because they were sure 
he would run into no cruel excesses of ar- 
bitrary power ; but it is certain that not one 
of the college dreamed he was so radical 
in his political opinions. 

If a thunderbolt had fallen an Lambrus- 
chini’s head, he would hardly have been 
more stunned, than when he heard the an- 
nouncement that he had but fifteen votes.
